SICK STUDENTS KEEP- 


SEVEN DOCTORS BUSY 


'[SPECIAL TO THE GAZETTE] _ 


Madison, Wia., 
March 
25.—Seven 
doctors and four nurses are"- required 
to look after the health of the 4,868 
students attending'the University of 
Wisconsin, and judging from the sta- 
tistics compiled for the past five 
years, they will be obliged to hold 
27,500 office 
consultaions and make 


over 7,300 house and hospital visits 
during the 
year 1916-17 in order to 
keep a healthy student body. 


Since 1910 the department of clin- 
ical medicine 
at the. university b,aa 


conducted over 118,000 office consulta- 
tions, has made 86,000 house and hos- 
pital visits, 
and has 
treated 15,000 
students affected .with minor diseas- 
es. The number of consultations has 
almost doubled during that time, and 
the number 
of house 
and hospital 
visits has more than tripled. 
Prevention of disease and especially 


of epidemics is particularly aimed at 
•by the clinic. Upon entering the uni- 
versity students are required to un- 
dergo a thorough physical 
examina- 
tion at the clinic. The aim of the de- 
partment in 
doing this 
is to deter- 


mine the physical Illness of each stu- 
dent to attend the university and bea?

British blockade. His vessel having 
grounded while going to sea. Commo- 
dore Decatur decided, after proceed- 
ing some distance, to return to port 
for repairs. On his way he fell in 
with a. squadron of four British fri- 
gates on JEJI. 15, 1815. A terrific en- 
gagement followed in which the Presi- 
dent badly cut up the British frigate 
Endymion, forcing her to retire. 
The 
other British frigates, the 
Majestic, 
the Porno ana the Tenedos, surround- 
ed the President and finally forced 
her to surrender, but not until twenty- 
five -of her men had been killed and 
sixty wounded. They were one-quar- 
ter of the President's crew. 
The President was brought by her 
captors to Bermuda and the wounded 
landed at this port. 
Midshipman Dale 


lost a leg in the battle. He died at 
Stennett's hotel here on 
Thursday, 
Feb. 23, 1815, In announcing hi a 
death the Bermuda Royal Gazette 
said: 
"This young gentleman was se- 


verely wounded in the late eneoge- 
ment and though sanguine hopes were 
at first entertained for his recovery, 
he has fallen another victim to the 
unnatural war, unspeakably lamented 
by his brother officers and deeply re- 
gretted by all here who witnessed his 
exemplary behavior and patience un- 
der his sufferings."

When I told him

water, he said, "If you have the time, 
I would be glad, to drive you down and 
show you the prison, and bring you 
back." 


Thih I was glafl to do, and on our ar- 
rival at the prison he wag obliged to 
look after a business matter, and he 
took me up into the library, of -which 
Cole Younger had charge. Cole Young- 
er at that time was librarian of the 
prison, and in the same room another 
man, who had formerly been a news- 
paper man, was editing a small paper 
once a week for the inmates of the 
prison. 


After the warden had introduced me 
to these men, he left, saying- that he 
would be back as soon as possible, and 
we would take a trip around the pris- 
on, but it was nearly one hour before 
he returned, and during?all this time 
Cole Younger and his associate, the 
editor, kept me busy answering ques- 
tions and telling them all about what, 
was going on in the outside world 
which they had been shut off from for 
so many years. 


While I was glad to give them all 
the information possible, they would 
hav« been .glad to have listened for 
another hour, and still be anxious for 
more. I did pot appreciate then tho' 
chanr.e I was having In different ways 
all over the country, to study human 
nature, of which these men cut such a 
figure They were both fine looking 
men, both had -been educated and were 
interesting to talk to. 
When the warden called to take me 
back to the^ show grounds, the two 
men bade me good-bye, and I told them 
that I surely enjoyed every minute of 
my visit, and gave eavn of them a com- 


plimentary ticket for the show, and 
said that I would be glad to have 
them visit the show in the eVenlng 
At this moment, Cole Younger cleared 
up his throat and thanked me, but 
said he had had a bad cold for the lant 
week 6r ten days, and that he had not 


l been going out evenings but very lit- 
i tie.

Cole Younger was the eldest of the 


! three brothers,'and at. the time of his 
death v/as seventy-two years old. Ha 
never was' married, and like many 
others when the time came to be 
counted down and out, he returned to 
the old home at -Lees Summit, Mo , 
where years ago he bought a comfort- 
able cottage and gave it-to.a niece of 


i his, end it-was-there that he-died, and 
was buried only a few .days ago.
